Princeton, N. J., May 16.—Princeton 
employes indulged in a fight Monday 


prevented ońly by the presence of men 
with cool heads and the action of Pres- 
ident Patton, of Princeton university, 
jlaterinthedayineallingamass meeting 
of all of the students. For 50 years it 
has been an unwritten law of Prince- 
ton that no circus parade must pass 
through the streets. Every show pro- 
prietor in making his dates has always 
left. Princeton from the list, for it had 
been a matter of common knowledge 
that the students would enforce the 
unwritten law. Monday morning Paw- 
nee Bils wild west combination vio- 
lated traditions and paraded. The re- 
sult was the fiercest battle Princeton 
has seen in many years. 
Wouldn’t Heed Advice. 

When posters were hung up a few 
days ago announcing the advent of 
Pawnee Bil! it was first considered a 
joke. Finally, when it became known 
that the management of the show was 
really in earnest, the town authorities, 
fearing trouble, advised the cireus men 
not to attempt a parade. This advice 
was unheeded. Asa result of the fight 
one man is unconscious and may die, 
and a number of students and employes 
of the show are nursing wounds re- 
ceived in the fray. That the show 
would be. upset at night seemed a cer- 
tainty until late in the afternoon, when 
President Patton called a mass meeting 
of all the undergraduates and the 
faculty, and as a result of the meeting 
the show left town unmolested, but it 
lost money, 
through the town that no one was to 
enter the tent, and the townspeople, 
who were in. sympathy with the stu- 
dents, were a unit in refusing to at- 
tend. 

Used Bad Eggs and Vegetables, 

Things were proceeding in the usual 
course in the university when the pa- 
rade started. The procession reached 
the college campus without trouble, but 
passed down Nassau street at a bad mo- 
ment, for just as the band’s music was 
heard, the students were in the act of 


passing from the first morning lec- 


ture to the second. The townspeople 
were out in force, and waiting for the 
parade, and the great majority of them 
were missed near the campus. Word 
assed all along the line, and within a 
few minutes 600 or 700 students had 
assembled on Nassau street. Cannon 
crackers, left over from previous cele- 
brations, eggs purchased at near-by 
stores, and vegetables bought or confis- 
cated from the stores, were assembled 
quickly. The men unable to obtain 
these missiles armed themselves with 
ciods of turf hastily torn from the 
lawns. The trouble started with the 
band wagon. Cannon crackers’ were 
thrown, and these, exploding under The 
six horses, made them frantic. The 
musicians were on top of the wagons. 
A serious runaway might have re- 
sulted had not one of the leaders 
stumbled and fell, dragging down the 
other horses with him. The students, 
meanwhile kept up a merciless bom- 
bardment with eggs and vegetables. 
Fight Grows: Fierce. 

On the return, the parade wheeled in- 
to John lane, and the students made a 
grand rush to head off the procession. 
Again the employes of the circus were 
rotten-egged. The cowboys and In- 
dians finally charged the students, and 
used their whips freely, That was the 
turning point of the affair, -Stung by 
the whips and. bruised by the riders 
running into them, the students be- 
came ugly, and in a moment the mis- 
siles that were annoying, but not dan- 
perous, were replaced by stones, and 
the fight became serious. Revolvers 
were drawn, but fortunately the own- 
“rs were wise enough to fire over the 
heads of the enemy. Some of the Mex- 
ican or South American cowboys un- 
slung their bolas and used these with 
great effect, the leaden covered ends 
being exceedingly effective. The cow- 
boys charged the crowd several times, 
and rode down those who could not get 
out of the way.

through the streets. Every show pro- 
prietor in making his dates has always 
left. Princeton from the list, for it had 
been a matter of common knowledge 
that the students would enforce the 
unwritten law. Monday morning Paw- 
nee Bill’s wild west combination vio- 
lated traditions and paraded. The re- 
sult was the fiercest battle Princeton 
has seen in many years. — 
Wouldn’t Heed Advice. 

When posters were hung up a few 
days ago announcing the advent of 
Pawnee Bil! it was first considered a 
joke. Finally, when it became known 
that the management of the show was 
really in earnest, the town authorities, 
fearing trouble, advised the circus men 
not to attempt a parade. This advice 
was unheeded. Asa result of the fight 
one man is unconscious and may die, 
and a number of students and employes 
of the show are nursing wounds re- 
ceived in the fray. That the show 
would be-upset at night seemed a cer- 
tainty until late in the afternoon, when 
President Patton called a mass meeting 
of all the undergraduates and the 
faculty, and as a result of the meeting 
the show left town unmolested, but it 
lost money, for word was passed 
through the town that no one was to 
enter the tent, and the townspeople, 
who were in. sympathy with the stu- 
dents, were a unit in refusing to at- 
tend. 3 

Used Bad Eggs and Vegetables. 

Things were proeeeding in the usual 
course in the university when the pa- 
rade started. The procession reached 
thecollege campus without trouble, but 
passed down Nassau street at a bad mo- 
ment, for just as the band’s music was 
heard, the students were in the act of 
passing from the first morning lec- 
ture to the second. The townspeople 
were out in force, and waiting for the 
parade, and me great majority of them 
were massed near the campus. Word 
passed all along the line, and within a 
few minutes 600 or 700 students had 
assembled on Nassau street. Cannon 
crackers, left over from previous cele- 
brations, eggs purchased at near-by 
stores, and vegetables bought or confis- 

cated from the stores, were assembled 
ies. The men unable to obtain 
these missiles armed themselves with 
ciods of turf hastily torn from the 
lawns. The trouble started with the 
band wagon. Cannon crackers’ were 
thrown, and these, exploding under The 
six horses, made them frantic. The 
musicians were on top of the wagons. 
A serious runaway might have re- 
sulted had not one of the leaders 
stumbled and fell, dragging down the 
other horses with him. The students, 
meanwhile kept up a merciless bom- 
bardment with eggs and vegetables, 

- Fight Grows: Fierce. 

On the return, the parade wheeled in- 
to John lane, and the students made a 
grand rush to head off the procession. 
Ao ain the employes of the circus were 
rotten-egged. The cowboys and In- 
dians finally charged the students, and 
used their whips freely, That was the 
turning point of the affair. Stung by 
the whips and bruised by the riders 
running into them, the students be- 
came ugly, and in a moment the mis- 
siles that were annoying, but not dan- 
perous, were replaced by stones, and 
the fight became serious. Revolvers 
were drawn, but fortunately the own- 
“rs were wise enough to fire over the 
heads of the enemy. Some of the Mex- 
ican or South American cowboys un- 
slung their bolas and used these with 
great effect, the leaden covered ends 
being exceedingly effective. The cow- 
boys charged the crowd several times, 
and rode down those who could not get 
out of the way. 

In this manner Edward. Dillon, a col- 
ored man, was knocked down and was 
kicked in the head by a pony and his 
skull fractured. A student was in- 
jured by a pony trampling upon him. 
Another was wounded by a bola, and 
another was struck by an Indian with 
one of the snake whips. Many stu- 
dents were less severely hurt. ‘The 
cowboys and Indians were also badly 
bruised and hurt. 

A mass meeting of sie was 
called in the afternoon, attended by the 
whole undergraduate body, at which 
President, Patton spoke in condemna- 
tion of the attack on the parade, and 
positively forbade any student to go to 
the show “grounds at night. At the 
same time the college authorities ar- 
ranged to have the proctor and a large 
force of assistants on duty there.

OUT AND NECK BROKEN. 


FATAL ACCIDENT OCCURRED THIS MORN- 


ING AT 1 


O’CLOCK. 


Somewhere in the neighborhood of 1 
o'clock this morning the team of horses 
driven by Marcus W. Wallace, ketter 
known as Mark Wallace, ran away con 
Detroit st. and going over the Michigan 
Central bridge and hurried up Broad- 
way, Mr. Wallace shouting ‘Whoa,’ 
‘Whoa,’ so loud as_ to arouse’ that 
usually quiet neighborhood. 

In some way Mr. ‘Wallace was pitched 
out of the buggy when just in front of 
the new North Side church, and struck 
on his head in such a ‘way that his neck 
was broken and he must have been in- 
stanly killed. 

He was not discovered until very ear- 
ly this morning, and nobody was a di- 
rect witness to the fatal accident. Cor- 
oner Watts sumimcned a jury this 
morning at  Dieterle’s undertaking 
rooms. . 

Charles Niethammer testified as fol- 
lows: “Live on Broadway. About 5 
o'clock this morning I was going across 
tne road to do chores at Weeks’. I saw 
two horses and buggy just off from 
Broadway on the boulevard. I walked 
up there. Melvin Jgennon was there be- 
fore’ I was and he had unhitched the 
horses. It was a gray and a bay team. 
The buggy was ‘upside down, with one 
wheel all ‘broken. Mr. Wallace was 
found between the Washtenaiw house 
anid the culvert. He was lying on his 
right side. My wife heard a runaway 
team going up the hill about 1 o’clock 
this morning.” 

Ormon Russel testified’ as follows: 
“Been living here about nine’ Weeks. 
Have worked for Rehfuss & Wallace at 
their stable since Saturday. Was at 
the stable last night. Mr.: ‘Wallace 
came the first time and wanted me to 
hitch up the team about 10 o’clock. I 
did not hitch it up because I did not

‘As was stated in last nights Times, 
the disastrous fire in Mack & Co.’s fur- 
niture store started in the upholstering 
room in the rear of the third story. At 
the time the fire started there were in 
this room John A. MlcKerral, uphol- 
sterer: Adam Wahl, cabinet maker, and 
William Wiggins. Each of these state 
that the fire started in a bale of cotton 
batting, and it was all ablaze before 
they knew that anything of the kind 
was happening. They say that it must 
have occurred from spontaneous com- 
bustion. These men broke eight hand 
grenades in the blaze, but the extin- 
guishers had no effect whatever. 

Mr. McKerral turned in the alarm. to 
the fire department, which responded 
in quick time and did effective service. 
The Ypsilanti fire company were called 
upon to help keep the blaze from 
spreading into the neighboring blocks,

Marshal Gerstner and Sheriff Gillen’s 
sőn, Bert, testified as to going over to 
the North Side after being notified as 
to Mr. Wallaice’s dea'th. 

Mr. Knapp, of the Sanitary Milk Co., 
testified as to finding the body, and Dr. 
Clark gave some mediical testimony. 

The jury returned a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the above facts.

-OF MANUAL TRAINING.” | 


PP. Wm. J. Herdman delivered an ad- 
dress before the business men’s class 
at the Congregational church Sunday 
morning upon the subject of ‘The Edu- 
cational value of manual ae ie He 
said in part: 


“There are no more vital quescions for 
us to consider than those that pertain 
to the right training of those who are 
soon to take our places We know from 
experience what is needed. We can 
look back upon the means that were 
employed to fit use for these duties and 
we can estimate their value. - We can, 
from our vantage ground, look forward 
and decide with some degree of certain- 
ty what changes wiil be needed in the 
training we have had to fit our succes- 
sors for better work as citizens than we 
are now doing or cun do. r

“In a free republic like this, where 
every man’s voice is heard, and act is 
counted ‘in, the conduct of affairs, there 
is no question that pertains to pubtic 
education which is not to him a perscnal 
question. No matter what his social 
state may be, whether parent or child- 
less, married or unmarried, inerchant, 
artisan or professional man, some 
phase of the question touches him and 
finds his help indispensible’ for its prop- 
er solution. We, then, as citizens, and 
in this capaicity, also, as rulers, need to 
inquire, from time to time, if, .in the 
matter of preparation cf the generation 
that is te folow us, we are furnishing all 
and the best facilities to prepare its 
members for their life work, and secure, 
as the product of our ways and means, 
the best type of man and woman. 

“Education, both in theory. and’ its 
working plans, is a process which is 
subject to change and improvement. 
The methods that were wise and best 
at one period of the world’s history are 
not suited to a later period, 
ledge is added and conditions changed. 

“But the faults and imperfections 
onice revealed ought not to be long per- 
petuated. : 

“It has been pretty well demonstrated 
within’ the past few decades that the 
educational methods that have been 
employed in our public sshools, acad- 
emies and higher institutions of learn- 
ing to fit cur youth for the duties and 
responsibilities of life, are narroiw and 
inadequate. Into this argument I will 
not enter, but there is abundant proof 
of the truthfulness of the con'clusion, 
and. the testimony comes from both 
those. who have, from within, put these 
methods to the test and personal trial 
and have found them wanting, as well 
as those who have, from without, ob- 
served the products of the schools and 
have compared it with the fruits of less 


systematic but more, practical training. 


“The training of the schools has not 
been broad enough or thorough enough 
to meet the practical demands of citi- 
zenship, but has for the most part pro- 


duced a class whose thoughts and pur- 


poses are, in a great measure, selparate 
and remote from the common interests 
of humanity and the requirements of 
every day life. It has been a method 
which has exercised to a limited degree 
only the acquiring capacity of the hu- 
man mind. Its material has entered 
the mind through certain channels only 
and has filled but few of its storehouses, 
anid even these it has not.always stored 
with the best material, but often with 
that which is musty and of doubtful 
value. 

“Some educators, dissatisfied with the 
imperfect product of the old system, 
have broken aiway from its traditional 
methods and, taking a 


of growth of the human inteHeict and 
the charaicter of the pabulum that 
growth requires, have not sought to de- 
stroy what has already been found to 
be good in past educational systems, 
but rather to add to and strengthen it 
by what experience in the broad fields 
of human activity outside the ‘school 
has ‘sholwn to be essential to’ the’ im- 
provement of it.” 

T'he doctor defined “manual training’ 
as “The training ef the executive side 
of the intellect.” He said that it was 
not the teaching of a,trade, as many 
supposed, not what is, generally, class- 


ified as industrial education, but that it’ 


was an eduication—a training of the 
executive side of the intellect. Hevpre- 
sented a chart, of the brain and _ illus- 
trated his remarks by showing how: the 
exercise of each faculty impressed itself 
upon the various parts of the brain, 
that the more tiga: parts are - acted 
upon and interwoven the greater ‘their 
powers become, and that manual train- 
ing diversifies the brain aetivities to 
the largest extent. That manual train- 
ing “teaches truth, honesty, integrity, 


strengthens ideation, imagination, in- 
ventiveness, originality and judgment,” 
that it ‘broadens the sympathies with 
hand workers, with nature, with the 
Creator,’ that it “increases executive 
capacity in all directions.” 

AS a practical result of manual train- 
ing, he stated that it is the custom of 
Prof. Davis, of the University of Michi- 
gan, to take his classes to the shores of 
Lake Superior and to various mines in 
the northern part of the state to obtain 
knowledge- by. actual contact and ob- 
servation of ‘those things which they 
had studied in their classes. ~The’ re- 
sult of this method of study is apparent 
by the high standing that the graduates 
of the engineering department of the 
Michigan university take throughout 
the world.

“The training of the schools has not 
been broad enough or thorough, enough 
to meet the practical demands of citi- 
zenship, but has for the most part prd- 


duced a class whose thoughts and pur-: 


poses are, in a great measure, selparate 
and remote from the common interests 


of humanity and the requirements of 


every day life. It has been a method 
which has exercised to a limited degree 
only the acquiring capacity of the hu- 
man mind. Its material has entered 
the mind through certain channels only 
and has filled but few of its storehouses, 
and even these it has not always stored 
with the best material, but often with 
that which is musty and of doubtful 
value.

A number of property owners on 
Hamilton st. petitioned for the placing 
of an electric light on ‘the corner of 
Ellis and Hamilton sts. On motion it 
was referred to the alderman of the 
ward. 

The committee to whom the matter 
had been referred, recommended the 
construction of the Huron st. surface 
drain from Congress st. to Emimit st.; 
also that the water be introduced into 
the parke of the. city. 
Ald. Schaffer, the section relative to 
the introduction of water into the parks 
was adopted. The motion was made 
that the surface drain be constructed, 
and at once a hornet’s nest was stirred 
up. 

Said Ald. Schaffer: “I understand that 
the mayor has signified his intention to 
veto all orders on overdraiwn funds; 
and you are all aiware that we have no 
money on hand to construct this surface 
drain. I would like to ask what we 
are going to do about it.” 

Mayor Allen: ‘‘Would not it answer 

of the council should authorize a bond 
issue?” 
AÏd. Schaffer: “The distrilcts have not 
yet made their appropriation. If they 
want the drain, let them pay- for it. 
Now is the time for them to decide,

Ald. Moore: “I offer the reSolútion 
that the matter be referred to the com- 
mittee on ways and means, and that the 
surveyor make an estimate of the 
probable cost of the construction of the 
drain.

To determine the duties of the city 
police officers and even to discover by 
what express authority they are exer- 
cisinig the duties of their offices has al- 
ways been a good deal of a Sphinx’s 
riddle. The matter was redulced to black 
and white by the following resolutions, 
Which were put on their immediate pas- 
sage by the suspension of rule 17, and 
were then given an unanimous vote for 
adoption: 

Resolution for the appointment of 
special police officers: 

The mayor is authorized to appoint 
not to exceed ten officers, to be known 
as special policemen, who may be re- 
moved at his disicretion; and who are to 
have the authority to arrest disorderly 
persons caught in the act of committing 
a crime or misdemeanor. They are to 
receive no pay. 

An ordinance for the appointment of a 
keeper of the lockup: 

The mayor is authorized to appoint a 
keeper of 'the lockup, to hold the posi- 
tion at the. discretion of the mayor, the 
keeper to conform to the taiw in jailing 
and. guarding prisoners.

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DECIDES TO FIGHT. 


Filipino Congress Refuses to End 
the War. 
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PEACE OVERTURES ARE REJECTED, 
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Aguinaldo So Notifies the Junta at 
London — Independence at Al 
Costs, He Says, Is 
Their Aim. 


London, May 16.—The Filipino junta 
here has received the following mes- 
sage from Aguinaldo, cabled from 
Iiong-Kong under date of May 12: 


“The Filipino government, in accordance } 


with the general feeling of the country, has 
decided to continue the war at all costs un- 
til independence is secured. 

“The Filipinos energetically refuse the 
American peace overtures, based on Tre- 
stricted autonomy coupled with promises 
of subsequent self-government. 

“The Filipinos demand a strict fulfillment 
of the articles of the American constitution 
and treaties contracted by the American 
representatives when imploring a Filipino 
alliance in combating the Spaniards. - 

“All the Filipino generals support Aguin~ 
aldo. Gen. Luna’s reported overtures for 
peace are untrue. Our army is near Manila, 
simultaneously attacking the whole Amer- 
ican line. 

“The heat and rains are causing many 
casualties in the American army. All the 
hospitals are crowded -with sick and 
wounded. Four hundred of the Cincinnati 
regiment have been imprisoned by Gen. 
Otis for insubordination in refusing to 
fight. The regular troops quartered in Ma- 
nila and other towns are quiet. The volun- 
teers are abused and are always at the 
front, with scanty rations. 

“The discontent between the Americans 
and Europeans is general.”’ 

“Yinelads” Have a Hot Time, 

Manila, May 16.—The “tinclad” gun- 
boats Laguna de Bay and Cavadonga 
and a launch, under Capt. Grant, ran 
into a nest of insurgents concealed in 
the brush on both sides of the Rio 
Grande river, three miles above Calum- 
pit, Sunday afternoon and were re- 
ceived with heavy volleys at short 
range. A sergeant belonging to the 
Utah battery was killed and one private 
was wounded. Š 

Opening with their rapid-fire guns, 
the Americans killed 20 of the natives 
and wounded several others, filling the 
jungle with a hail of shot for a half 
hour until the enemy fled. 

To Garrison Zamboanga. 

Washington, May 16.—It 1s expected 
at the war department that Gen. Otis 
will take steps at once to replace the 
Spanish garrison at Zamboanga with 
United States troops. The indications 
are that a comparatively small force 
will suffice, provided that it is support- 
ed by one or two gunboats. The place 
is one of great strategic importance, 
being the capital of the island of Min- 
danao, the second largest of the Phil- 
ippine group, and a good seaport. It 
was to this point that Spanish forces 
retreated from Iloilo when that town 
was evacuated without notice to the 
American forces. The town is easily de- 
fensible with a small artillery force. 
The fact that the insurgents are in 
possession of rapid-fire guns makes the 
situation at Zamboanga more serious, 
but it is not believed here that they 
have a large supply of ammunition 
necessary to operate the weapons, 
which will consequently soon become 
useless to them.

The mayor is authorized to appoint a 
keeper of the lockup, to hold ‘the posi- 
tion at the discretion of the mayor, the 
keeper to conform to the talw in jailing 
and guarding prisoners.

Strike for More Pay. 

Milwaukee, May 16.—A Journal spe- 
cial from Menominee, Mich., says 500 
spinning employes of the 21 mills on 
the river and bay shore struck work 
Monday. The strike is for a 20 per cent. 

In all instances the 
demands were refused, except by Har- 
ding Bros., the Menominee River Lum- 
ber company, and one or two other con- 
cerns. The foremen of all the mills af- 
fected by the strike say they will start 
up again as soon as help can be secured. 
The men on strike are shingle sawers, 
shinglemakers and knot sawers.

To Garrison Zamboanga. 

Washington, May 16.—It is expected 
at the war department that Gen. Otis 
will take steps at once to replace the 
Spanish garrison at Zamboanga with 
United States troops. The indications 
are that a comparatively small force 
will suffice, provided that it is support- 
ed by one or two gunboats. The place 
is one of great strategic importance, 
being the capital of the island of Min; 
danao, the second largest of the Phil- 
ippine group, and a good seaport. It 
was to this point that Spanish forces 
retreated from Iloilo when that town 
was evacuated without notice to the 
American forces. The town is easily de- 
fensible with a small artillery force. 
The fact that the insurgents are in 
possession of rapid-fire guns makes the 
situation at Zamboanga more serious, 
but it is not believed here that they 
have a large supply of ammunition 
necessary to operate the weapons, 
which will consequently soon become 
useless to them.
